a. udject served with the Marine Corps, ie a Sania on jet aircraft 
, in both Korth Carolina (probably Cherry Point MCAS) and in the fost : 
‘ Indies. He didn't care for service life becausa of the disaciplinc, | ; 
i o- rogimentation, etc. After being diucharged in 1955 he remained in tha 
United States, doing nothing for about ond pears He atbendud Farleiga 
Dickinson for one year (1950-57), but left after that time because he | 
: found it less than satisfactory or atinulating. In 1957 he cane to 
‘ Europe and toured around the continent. uring the lattor part of 1957 
; and in 1958, he nado two 3-month trips on visitor's vinas to the Soviet 
Union whore he lived with his uncle's family in Kinek. Jhile there he 
did attend some classes at the University, but was not a regtatored 
‘stutent. He stated that he hae several cousins there about hie ace. 
From 1953 until the present he has been. atudyiny at the Slavic Institute 
hore, end intends to take hia examination in Slavio Studies in January 
1961. He will taka: his exanination in Enzlish and Russtan, because 
he has not mastercd Danish well onough to take it in Danish as norzally 
requiréd, he has agreed verbally with the Institute's authoritios 
that should he receive hie uecree, he will not unmlertake to obtain a 
teaching position in Kussian etudies in vennark. 


“B. Subject stated that his future plang are a bit uncertain, tut 
that he will probably return to the States to teach Rusoian at the college 
level. He would, however, not te opposed to going back to the Soviet 
Union for further otudies tore, “nother idea which cppuala to tub wct 
would be to go to (hed) China ror study.
